Inside During Cold 
Nights. 

The season for cold nights will be 
here all too soon, in this northern cli- 
mate. While it is true that keeping 
the cows inside means more labor in 
cleaning the stable and more diff- 
culfly in keeping the cows cleap, the 
extra fertilizing material collected in 
this. way will probably pay for the 
extra labor. If this does not, the 
extra supply of milk received ‘by 
keeping the cows in a comfortable 


‘stable at times when the temperature 


drops below freezing-point, will do 
so. Experience shows that cold has 
a very marked effect id lessening the 
milk flow, particularly tor cows that 
have been milking for some time, 
when the natural tendency ia for the 
cow to dry-up and during which time 
cevery means should be adopted to 
keep the cow milking. Cows should 
milk at least ten months of the year. 
Leaving cows Out of doors ©” ©O 
nights, after they have been milbking 
for six or eight months, makes a 
greater tendency for these cows to go 
dry. . 

‘Where cows are kept inside, the 
stuble should be cleaned regularly 
and some absorbent / material like 
sawdust, shavings, chaff, or cut- 
straw, should be scattered along the 
passages, on the platform, and in the 
gutter. This helps very much in 
cleaning the stable and in keeping 
the cows clean. 


Another advaniare of stabling on | 


frosty nights, that it prevents the 
cows cating frozen feed, which is gen- 
erally considered to be injurious to 
milk cows. They May he kept in the 
stable or yard until after the pasture 
thaws, and in this way the animals 
are protected against digestive trou- 


' bles, and conditions are more favor- 


able for maintaining ibe health and 
milk-fiow .of the animats. —- Prof.

USE STRAINER FOR CREAM. 


Will Break Up Possible Lumps and 
Renfove Foreign Matter. 


When cream is ready for churning 
the churn should be prepared. It 
should be cleaned thorourhly, rinsed 
with sealding water, then thoroughly 
rinsed and chilled with cold water. 

The butter ladles, paddies, worker 
and printer should be treated in the 
fume way, and all but the worker 
placed in a pail of col water until 
needed. Hf that is not done, the but- 
ter will stick to thein. 

Cream should be poured into the 
charn through a strainer to break up 
possible lumps and to remove eurd 
parficles and any foreign matter that 
in order to have the 
concussion the churn 


j should be only about one-third full. 


If too full, the churning period is 
prolonged and if the cream foams 
it nearly fills the churn and prevents 
concussion. In that ‘case it is usual- 
ly necessary to remove some of th 
eream in order to obtain butter in a 
reasonable time. * 

Except late in the spring and ear- 


J} ly in the summer, when butter has a

But is it 
new disease, or an old one reyivified? 
It has been given an Old name, “influ- 
enza.” Most people think that both 


the name and the disease are compare- 
tively recent, their knowledge not go-

wreat influ- 
enze sy of 1880-92, called then 
the “Hussian” influenza, because the 

idemic appeared to start in Siberia. 

But as a matter of fact, both disease 
and name are immensely old. The 
word is Italian fof ‘the influence,” and 
takes us back td the time when the 
causation of disease was attributed to 
the malign influenre of planets, or of 
ag beings. 

Records of influenza-like epidemics 
can be traced as far back as 1173, 
From 1610 onwards the accoun re 
fairly exact, so that the disease ean be 
identified with certainty. In the six- 
teenth century there were three big 
epidemics, in the next two centuries 
twelve, and in the last century there 
were six. 

Influenza epidemics share with those 
of plague and smallpox the evil fame 
of sometimes spreading over the great- 
er part of the world. Thus the epi- 
demic of 1510 in Europe is said to have 
“wearcely missed an individual,” and 
the luat great outbreak “within a year 
had visited nearly all parts of the earth”
